WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt denounced to- 
day the German execution of hos- 
tages in Europe and said the prac- 
tice should be a “ghastly warning”® 
to those who would collaborate 


with Hitler. 

At London, Prime Minister 
Churchill issued a companion 
statement, condemning the “butch- 
eries in France” and asserting 
that “retribution for these crimes 


must henceforth take its place 
among the major purposes of the 
war.” Churchill said the British 
government associated itself “fully 
with the sentiments of horror and 
condemnation expressed by the 
President of the United States.” 
“Acts of Men.” 

Roosevelt’s statement said that 
“the practice of executing scores 
of innocent hostages in reprisal 
for isolated attacks on Germans in 
countries temporarily. under the 
Nazi heel revolts a world already 
inured to suffering and brutality.” 

Even the Nazis, he declared, 
never before approached such 
“depths of ee and he 
added: 

“These. are the acts of desperate 
men who ‘know in. their hearts 

that they cannot win.” 

After the White’ House issued 
the statement, broadcasting com- 
panies, translating it into French, 
Italian and. German, sent the text 
across the Atlantic by short wave 
radio. The hour of those broad- 
casts: put the text into European 
nations at a‘time in the evening 
when the greatest number of list- 
eners could be expected. 

Roosevelt Text. 

The text of Roosevelt’s state- 
ment: 

“The practice of executing scores 
of innocent hostages in reprisal for 
isolated attacks on Germans in 
countries temporarily under the 
Nazi heel revolts a world already 
inured to suffering and brutality. 
Civilized peoples long ago adopted 
the basic principle that no man 
should be punished for the deed 
of another. 

“Unable to apprehend the per- 
sons involved in these attacks the 
Nazis characteristically slaughter 
50 or 100 innocent persons. Those 
who would ‘collaborate’ with Hitler 
or try to appease him cannot ig- 
nore this ghastly warning. 

“The Nazis might have learned 
from the last war the impossibil- 
ity of breaking men’s spirit by ter- 
rorism. Instead they develop their 
‘lebensraum’:’ and ‘new order’ by 
depths of frightfulness which even 
they have never approached before. 

“These are the acts of desperate 
men who know in their hearts 
that they cannot win. Frightful- 
ness can never bring peace to 
Europe. It only sows the seeds of 
hatred which will one day bring 
fearful retribution.” 

Churchill Statement. 

The text of the Churchill .state- 
ment: 

“His Majesty’s Government as- 
sociate themselves fully with the 
sentiments of horror and con- 
demnation expressed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States upon the 
Nazi butcheries in France. 

“These cold-blooded executions

OVER INDUSTRIES 


Both Politics and Business 
Clamor for Favor to Get 
Priority Ratings on Vital 
Materials. : 


MIGHT EVEN VETO 
ACT OF CONGRESS 


Washington Readjusting Its 
Ways to Conform With 
Authority of New Key 
Agency. 


By CLARKE BEACH 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
The magnetic center of govern- 
ment has shifted to the office of 
SPAB, which has the power to do 
the biggest favors and the great- 
est damage. 

All Washington is readjusting its 
ways so as to deal with the Supply 
Priorities and Allocations Board, 
the agency which controls directly 
or indirectly, the distribution of 
practically all the materials and 
resources Of the nation. 

Priorities and allocations, rather 
than jobs, dre the favors which 
Congressmen from industrial dis- 
tricts are seeking for their con- 
stituents today. Priorities, 
SPAB orders which give the holder 
prior claims on materials that are 
scarce because of defense de- 
mands, are sought by cities and 
states which want to construct or 
maintain public works. 

Latin America, cut off from 
nearly every other source of sup- 
ply, desperately needs certain items 
from this country for its defense 
and its economic stability; and 
only SPAB can permit it to take 
away from American plants those 
materials which are required for 
United States defense. Working 
mainly through the State Depart- 


ment, the Latin American envoys. 


are pressing their applications for 
priorities. 
Life or Death Power. 

The very existence of some 
agencies of the Federal Govern- 
ment depends largely'on getting 
SPAB to release materials to 
them. The Rural Electrification 
Administration, for example, must 
cease extending electric power to 
rural communities if it cannot ob- 
tain the copper needed for trans- 
mission lines. 

Top ranking officers of many 
large companies maintain per- 
manent quarters’in Washington so 
they can keep constantly in touch 
with priorities officials. The pro- 
fessional lobbyists, whose job up 
to now has been to try to influ- 
ence legislation and exert pressure 
on various commissions, and bu- 
reaus, are mainly concerned with 
SPAB and its authority. 

Various Government officials at 
times have tried to arrogate to 
themselves some of the priorities 
power. Leon Henderson, who is 
Administrator of Price Control, 
sought the authority to allocate 
among civilian users the materials 
which were not required for de- 
fense. Harold Ickes, Oil Co-ordi- 
nator, tried to obtain priorities 
powers over petroleum and the

9004 NAVAL, MERCHANT 
VESSELS OF 31 NATIONS 
SUNK SINCE WAR BEGAN 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP). 
ITH 19 ships known to 


Saturday, the number of 
vessels lost in the war has 
passed the 2000 mark, Associ- 
ated Press records revealed to- 
day. 

The records showed that 31 
nations have lost 2004 vessels— 
an average of about two and 
one-half ships a day—for a to- 
tal merchant and naval tonnage 
of 7,548,894. 

A total of 18,108 lives were 
lost and 9318 persons were 
listed as missing. 

Submarines, planes and war- 
ships accounted for 1075 ships, 
the records revealed; mines for 
252 and other or unknown 
causes for 677.. 

Britain has been the big loser, 
875 of its naval and merchant 
vessels having been sent to the 
botton, Its Allies, Norway and 
Greece, have lost 225 and 155, 
respectively, while the conflict 
has cost Germany 145 ships and 
Italy 105. 

Sweden has been the hardest 
hit neutral, losing 118. While 11 
United States-owned ships have 
gone- down only four have 
flown the American flag, the 
rest sailing under the colors of 
Panama. Fifteen ghips of the 
latter registry have been sunk.

PHILADELPHIA, Oct, 25 (AP). 
—The idle plant of the Federal 
Alloy Steel Corporation at near- 
by Eddystone, with all its machin- 
ery, material and equipment, was 
taken over by the Navy Depart- 
ment today for the production of 
steel forgings and other defense 
parts. 

United States District Judge 
Harry E. Kalodner signed an 
order under which the “Govern- 
ment acquired the plant by the 
right of eminent domain. It was 
the first time an entire plant had 
been taken over for defense in 
this manner, 

Acting on a petition of James 
Forrestall, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy, Judge Kalodner gave 
the Government title to the plant 
and immediate possession. The 
Government posted a. $600,000 
check with the court which it 
claimed was a fair price for the 
land, buildings and equipment. 

The plant occupies 34% acres 
adjacent to the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works and has Delaware 
River frontage and railroad facil- 
ities. Navy officials said they be- 
lieved it could be placed in opera- 
tion and production in about half 
the time required to build badly- 
needed new facilities. 

George J. Oakes, of Philadelphia, 
a member of the bondholders’ com- 
mittee which has been in charge 
of the plant since it ceased pro- 
duction in 1925, said he planned 
to meet with Franklin W. Olin, 
of Alton, Ill., and R. J. Beatty Jr., 
of Chicago, soon to discuss the 
navy’s action. 

(Olin is head of the Western 
Cartridge Co. and subsidiary con- 
cerns. It will operate the small 
arms plant in St. Louis.) 

The plant which manufactured 
marine forgings, bars and angles 
closed because of “poor business 
conditions,” Oakes said. Since 
the bondholders’ committee took 
over the plant efforts have been 
made to sell the property. 

Oakes. said the committee 
valued the plant and equipment 
at $2,500,000 and added that a por- 
tion of the plant could be placed 
on a production basis. within two 
months and the entire plant in 
four to six months, 

“Most of our equipment was in- 
stalled in 1918,” Oakes said. Until 
he has. conferred with the other 
members of the committee he de- 
clined comment on what action 
they would take in court.

AMERICA FIRST 
IN ROW WITH RADIO 
CHAINS OVER TIME 


Says It Was Refused Coun- 
trywide Coverage for 
Lindbergh Speech Next 
Thursday Night. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP). — 
The executive committee of the 
New York Chapter of the Amer- 
ica First Committee said tonight 
it had addressed telegrams to the 
three major broadcasting compa- 
nies protesting that they had re- 
fused “proper and adequate” 
coast-to-coast radio time for an 
America First meeting Thursday 
in Madison Square Garden, 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mont., 
Charles A. Lindbergh and John 
Cudahy, former ambassador to Bel- 
gium, are scheduled as speakers at 
the anti-war meeting. 

“Since Col. Lindbergh’s Fort 
Wayne speech in which he fore- 
cast an effort to keep him from 
addressing the people,” the tele- 
gram said in part, “speakers have 
been attacking him almost daily 
‘on the air and up to now no ef- 
fort has been made to counteract 
such attacks using the same me- 
dium in which they were made.” 

The telegram urged that execu- 
tives of the broadcasting compa- 
nies “co-operate in securing ade- 
quate radio time on proper coast 
to coast networks” for the speak- 
ers. The committee charged that 
the speakers had been refused any- 
thing but inadequate time on re- 
stricted networks. 

In a statement issued in reply, 
the Columbia Broadcasting System 
asserted it had carried two speech- 
es by Lindbergh this year and 
“provided generously of its time” 
to the America First Committee 
viewpoint. It added: 

“We know of no reason why 
Lindbergh should have a nation- 
wide network every time he speaks. 
Certainly we do not intend to pro- 
vide one just because tactics of 
hullabaloo and threats are used 
against us. Our network also has 
been used by the other speakers 
at the forthcoming meeting. 

“We shall continue to use our 
best judgment in providing accu- 
rate news and fair discussion of 
current controversial questions in 
the light of the public interest and 
balanced programing and not in 
proportion to pressures and un-

Morgenthau Doubts That Public 
Realizes Size of Income Tax in 1942 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau, saying that the public did 


no yet realize how stiff Federal 
income taxes are going to be next 
year, urged everyone today to 
start saving immediately for the 
bills he will send them. 

“The job has to be dorie to get 
it over to the people what their 
taxes are,” Morgenthau declared. 
“I don’t think they have any con- 
ception.” 

As a step toward that end, he 
announced that he was arranging 
to distribute — chiefly throqugh 


ing the approximate tax on anyone 
with an annual income ranging 
from $750 to $25,000. 

Banks have beén asked to mail 
copies of the pamphlets in _ their 
Nov. 1 statements to depositors, 
and Treasury offices will mail ad- 


tices on this year’s taxes. 

The pamphlet includes. tables 
showing that income taxes on sin- 
gle persons range from $3 for a 
man who earned $800 this year to 
$7224 for one who earned $25,000.

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 26 (Sunday) 
(AP).—A strike of 53,000 “captive” 
coal miners demanding a union 
shop become effective at midnight 
after John L. Lewis, president of 
the CIO United Mine Workers 
turned down the request of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to delay the walk- 
out pending further negotiations, 
The miners in Western Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Kentucky, 
Illinois and Alabama were ordered 
not to report for work Monday at 
the coal pits operated by seven of 
the nation’s leading steel corpora- 


tions. 


Work Stoppage Begins. 

The work stoppage began 
promptly at the stroke of 12 as 
miners who began shifts at 4 p. m. 
yesterday came out of the mines 
to knock off work. 

As miners customarily do not 
work Sundays, the first effect on 
coal production will be felt Mon- 
day morning, when the day shifts 
fail to report. 

Lewis said in a letter to Roose- 
velt that attempts of the National 
Defense Mediatiofi Board to settle 
the dispute were “lackadaisical to 
the point of indifference.” He 
called the Board’s negotiations a 
“fantastic” procedure and asserted 
Sidney Hillman, co-director of the 
Office of Production Management 
was responsible for the situation. 

Ready to Meet Taylor. 

The UMW chief held himself in 
readiness at Washington to con- 
fer with Myron C. Taylor, former 
chairman of the U. 8S. Steel Cor- 
poration, but said he understood 
Taylor had declined to take part 
in any direct negotiations, such as 
suggested by President Roosevelt. 

Lewis said Taylor felt he could 
represent his own company but 
not the entire industry.

Supreme Test for Moscow. 


A supreme test, the Russians 
admitted, was rapidly developing 
in the Nazi offensive against Mos- 
cow in which the Russians say 
Adolf Hitler has lost 300,000 men. 

Six successive attacks by the 
German 129th Motorized Division 
upon the Soviet left flank in the 
Mozhaisk sector, 57 miles west of 
the capital, were said to have been 
repulsed in three days. Here a 
howling wind shrouded the fallen 
with drifted snow. 

Dispatches said several small 
towns around Mozhaisk were en- 
gulfed in the new German onrush 
but that the Nazis failed to gain 
on the main road. 

The Germans were said to have 
pushed Red army forces back at 
two points south of town N, but 
dispatches said the defense forces 
“now are improving their posi- 
tions.” Nazis who had pushed into 
the town itself were reported 
driven out with heavy losses. 


In the Maloyaroslavets sector, 65 
miles southwest of Moscow, the 
Germans were reported thwarted 
in attempts to cross the Oka River. 

Air attack squadrons were said 
to have destroyed 47 German 
tanks and annihilated more than 
two battalions of German infantry 
on the Moscow front in bombing 
and strafing raids. 

One tank formation in the Orel 
area wiped out two German in- 
fantry regiments, destroyed 133 
tanks, 14 guns, 35 anti-tank guns, 
many trench mortars,and motor- 
cycles and 15 tractors with trail- 
ers, evidently trying to bring big 


guns to the front, the announce- 


ment stated. 
Attack on Crimea. 

A second mighty Nazi offensive 
is under way in the Crimea, where 
Russian accounts said the first 
was beaten off with 5000 German 
and Rumanian dead. Despite these 
losses, it was admitted the Ger- 
mans had made new gains at the 


approaches of the isthmus. 


On the southern front, one Soviet 


unit was credited with repelling 
an attack of German tanks and 
motorized infantry, then counter- 
attacking and destroying 28 Ger- 
man tanks and a large number of 
soldiers.

tion of a German announcement 
of the capture of Kharkov, the 
biggest industrial center of the 
Ukraine, 150 miles northwest of 
Stalino.

The Fascist hordes continue their 
offensive against Rostov and in 
the depths of the Don basin. Ev- 
eryone capable of bearing arms 
is rising for the struggle. The 
Red army now needs more arms 
and munitions.” 

Night marauding guerrillas 
around the Akxis-occupied Black 
Sea port of Odessa were reported 
ceaselessly carrying on attacks 
against the invaders’ rear.

Tokyo Paper Says This

Talk Called ‘Bluff.’ 


TOKYO, Oct. 25 (AP). — The 
Japan Times and. Advertiser, 
organ of the Foreign Office, de- 
clared tonight that United States- 
Japanese relations probably would 


be the chief concern of an ex- 
traordinary session of the Diet 
called for Nov. 15. 

The newspaper said foreign ob- 
servers believed the discussion 
would center on whether to con- 
tinue negotiations toward an 
understanding with -the United 
States, or to break off the talks. 
Domei news agency said a “criti- 
cal moment in Japan’s foreign 
diplomacy” had arrived. It added 
that the forthcoming parliamen- 
tary session probably would déal 
also with Japan's relations with 
Germany and Soviet Russia. 
Throughout the day the Jap- 
anese press fired back at an as- 
sertion by Frank Knox, United 
States Secretary of the Navy, that 
a collision with Japan is inevitable 
unless it abandons its “plans of 
ex ion.” 

An editorial in Hochi said “Knox 
is trying to bluff Japan” and add- 
ed that Japan would not be 
swerved from its policies. 

Chugai said “Knox’s speech is 
his usual blunder of attempting. to 
threaten Japan.’. ..

When Keenan telephoned Weber 
from Washington Thursday to dr- 
range the meeting, he asked that 
the general strike be postponed.

“We've been trying for months 
to get some Government agency to 
act on the dispute,” Weber said, 
“and we won't delay the strike 
unless we are assured that séme 
definite action will be taken.”

James P. Finnegan announced he 
will ask Judge Griffin to reset for 
trial a case in which Librach de- 
clared the State labor law uncon- 
stitutional. Finnegan told the 
Post-Dispatch he is of the opinion 
that since Librach was serving on 
the bench without being legally 
qualified, the court was not one of 
competent jurisdiction, and there- 
fore a retrial of George M. Curry, 
owner of a credit company, who 
was freed by Librach in the labor 
law case, would not be subjecting 
Curry to double jeopardy. 

Finnegan said he will file his mo- 
tion for a retrial on Judge Grif- 
fin’s return. He expressed the 
opinion the motion eventually may 
be taken to the State Supreme 
Court, and added that if that body 
rules it must be redocketed, other 
cases ruled on by Librach also 
would be subject to redocketing. 
Librach was on the bench- one 
‘week. 

“Didn’t Want to Serve, Anyway.” 


Librach resigned, it was learned, 
after being informed by Finnegan 
that no more cases would be sent 
to his court. “I didn’t want to 
serve any more, anyway,” Librach 
told a reporter. “I’m not qualified 
because I’m too young, and that’s 
that. It was unfortunate, but I 
simply wasn’t aware of the law on 
the thing.” He was 29 
Sept. 8. 
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(Rep.), Michigan, another admin- 
istration opponent, said there was 
no intention to filibuster, but Nye 


added that “this is the last step 
we take before actually entering 
the war, and it is an issue which 
quite normally would. call 
speeches by close to 96 Senators.”

Roosevelt Asked for Speed. 


In a special message to Congress 
on Oct. 9, Roosevelt asked that the 
Neutrality Act be amended as 
quickly as possible to permit arm- 
ing of merchant ships against 
“the modern pirates of the sea.” 
He also asked that Congress give 
early attention to removal of re- 
strictions “keeping our ships out 
of the ports of our own friends.” 

To refuse to permit American 
ships to carry supplies to England, 
the President said, was in effect 
inviting control of the seas by the 
Nazis. 

Roosevelt’s proposals -received 
the backing of Wendell L. Willkie, 
the 1940 Republican Presidential 
nominee. 

In New York, Willkie said in a 
statement today’s committee action 
was “very gratifying” and added 
he hoped that “a very large num- 
ber of the Republican members of 
Congress will support the move- 
ment and insure the early passage 
of this amendment.” 

Willkie again said, however, that 
the Neutrality Act should be re- 
pealed entirely “as a firm declara- 
tion of America’s moral position in 
the present world struggle.”

Poll Shows Trend. 


Meanwhile, the interval between 
the old and new sessions of Par- 
liament will be utilized by most of 
its members to discover exactly 
what their constituents - think. 
They will be even more zealous 
than usual because of the latest 
Gallup poll which indicated that 
only 44 per cent. of the nation is 
satisfied with the government’s 
conduct of the war. 

Notable in this connection is the 
fact that even after Britain’s two 
major setbacks — in Greece and 
Crete— the Government’s conduct 
was approved by 58 per cent of 
persons polled.

To Demand Reforms. 


Emmanuel Shinwell, brilliant 
member of the Labor party, plans 
to demand Government reform 
when he speaks at the next ses- 
sion of Parliament.

Ever since his return from 
Moscow, Lord Beaverbrook, Min- 
ister of Supply, has been the sub- 
ject of numerous rumors and re- 
ports all of which turn on the 
belief that he seeks to succeed 
Churchill.

While Beaverbrook’s critics 
argue that they are sure these 
reports have valid foundation, 
they fail to produce concrete 
proof. 

It would seem that if Church- 
ill’s Government were to ask for 
a vote of confidence it would get 
it, even though its majority in the 
Commons would be smaller today 
than it was six months ago. A 
confidence vote; in any case, will 
depend on what the members find 
in their pulse-feeling tours of 
constituencies and on the Gov- 
ernment’s own resume of its pro- 
gram as outlined in the King’s 
address when Parliament re-as- 
sembles.

REDS’ ADVANTAGE IN 
WAR OF MANPOWER

N the fifth month of his attempt- 
Jes purge of Russian Com- 

munism, Hitler is knocking at 
the gates of Leningrad, Moscow 
and Rostov, yet still faces Soviet 
determination to fight it out to 
the bitter end in a war of man- 
power attrition. 
If German and Russian estimates 
of casualties are even approx- 
imately accurate, the four months 
since June 22 when Hitler moved 
eastward have been the bloodiest 
in history. More than 12,000,000 
German and Russian soldiers have 
died, been maimed or been cap- 
tured in that time, a third as many 
as the total for all the dozen bel- 
ligerents in the four years of the 
World War—according to German 
and Russian statements. The fig- 
ure does not cover civilian casual- 
ties by air bombs, starvation and 
exposure which will never be ac- 
curately known. 
The casualty estimates on both 
sides, however, are wholly “unre- 
liable, a part of the propaganda 
that is employed in the strategy 
in war. It passes belief that if 
the losses in the four months of 
the. Russian-German conflict have 
attained the total reported by the 
two sides the battle still could be 
raging as it is along a front of 
more than a thousand miles. 
The four years of the world 
claimed 37,000,000 soldier and sai 
victims—dead, wounded or iad 
tured.. Of that total, German losses 
were more than 7,000,000, Russia's 
more than 9,000,000, 
It is unbelievable, however, that 
in four months Hitler’s armies have 
been reduced by death, wounds 
and missing or captured almost as 
sharply as were those of the 
Kaiser in four years. So terrible 
a toll could not be concealed by 
Hitler from his people. 
It goes without saying that ac- 
tual Russian losses also have been 
doubled and redoubled in Hitler 
accountings. The best neutral mili- 
tary judgment accepts a probable 
two-to-one casualty ratio against 
the Russians dué to the nature of 
the war. Yet the defense of Len- 
ingrad and of Moscow mocks Ger- 
man claims of utter havoc wrought 
in Russian organized fighting pow- 
er. 
Hitler sooner or later must come 
to an accounting at home. He has 
openly admitted the first great 
error in planning his. campaign— 
underestimation of Russian mill- 
tary readiness for the struggle and 
powers of continued resistance.

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PORT OF NAPLES 


Axis Troops on Way to 
Africa Thought to Be 
Concentrated There — 


LONDON, Oct. 25 (AP) — Royal 
Air Force raiders gave the Italian 
port of Naples one if its heaviest 
poundings of the war last night 
during assaults on targets from 
the Norwegian coast to the North 
African desert, informed London 
quarters reported tonight, 

These informants said Naples, 
the former . tourist haven, was 
Italy’s most smashed up city after 
this fourth night in the last 10 
of hammering with two-ton bombs 
~larger than anything the Ger- 
mans have yet loosed upon Lon- 
don, 

Naples is an important port for 
sending troops and supplies to 
Libya. British sources said re- 
peated attacks on the port sup- 
ported reports that troops were 
concentrated there now for -move- 
ment across the Mediterranean. 

(An Italian high command com- 
muique said nine civilians were 
killed and more than 20 injured 
last night in air raids on Naples 
and Ragusa and Licata. Sicily.) 

The Naples raids were said here 
to have been madé from Malta. 

(The Italian press long has as- 
serted that Malta’s airfields have 
been rendered useless for bomb- 
ing planes.) 

Raids on Reich. 

British a ee in Eng- 
land raided the German Rhine- 
land, docks at Brest, and shipping 
off the Norwegian coast and the 
Frisian Islands. e 

Crossing paths with German 
raiders, who bombed various 
points in Wales and southwest 
England,.including Liverpool, the 
R. A. F. was said by the air min- 
istry to have set one large supply 
ship on fire and brought down 
a Nazi fighter plane over the 
Dutch coast this afternoon. 

An American Eagle Squadron 
pilot officer, Ross Orden Scar- 
borough of Pomona, Cal. was 
credited with the Dutch coast kill. 
The Air Ministry said he shot 
down a Messerschmitt 109F in an 
early morning air duel fought out 
only a few feet above the sands 
at Flushing, The Netherlands. 
Pilot Officer Arthur Ford Roscoe 
of North Hollywood, joined Scar- 
borough in the duel with two 
Messerschmitts, one of which flew 
off, the Ministry said. 

Several RAF squadrons made 
a swift raid this afternoon on the 
French side of the English Chan- 
nel and the Air Ministry reported 
Spitfires which swept“in offensive 
daylight patrols over the Cher- 
bourg Peninsula attacked a 
freight trains, factory and ammu- 
nition dump without encountering 
a single German fighter. 

German raiders dropped a small 
number of bombs. in the outskirts 
of a Northwestern England city 
tonight. Heavy anti-aircraft fire 
was thrown up. 

Air Attacks in Libya. 

Besides hammering Naples, 
RAF middle east command planes 
Thursday night attacked Italy’s 
chief Libyan post, Tripoli, the 
Cirenaican port of Bengasi and 
Bardia, a railway and a factory 
at Ragusa, Sicily and another fac- 
tory at Licata, Sicily. Two freight- 
ers were also bombed and -ma- 
chine-gunned in the center Medi- 
terranean, the communique said. 

The British acknowledged the 
loss, of one plane in all this 
raiding. 


4 Ships Reported Sunk Off Britain | 


by Nazi Planes. 

BERLIN, Oct. 25 (AP). — The 
German air force sank 19,000 tons 
of shipping last night in operations 
around England, informed Ger- 
mans reported today. 

Two merchant vessels, of 9000 
and 3000 tons, were listed as sunk 
from a strongly-protected convoy 
off the British east coast. Two 
ships, of 4000 and 3000 tons, were 
said to have been sent down in 
the North Sea off Scotland. 

Other aerial operations included 
bombing of Great Yarmouth, the 
Germans said. In the Mediter- 
ranean, they added, German bomb- 
ers attacked a freighter, causing 
explosions and fires.

The text of Lewis’ letter:

“In one form ‘or another, nego- 
tiations have been in effect with

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Board.. The attitude of the board 
towards this problem during this 
period has been casual and lack- 
adaisica] to the point of indiffer- 
ence. Over the protest of the 
United Mine Workers, the board 
has called before it only the in-; 
ferior executives of the corpora- 
tions involved. The board discon- 
tinued the hearings with such 
representatives on Oct. 9, 


“The board now emerges with a. 


report devoid of conclusions as to 
merit, evasive as to. the respon- 
sibilities of the board, and dumps 
its own sorry mess into the al- 
ready overburdened lap of the 
Chief Executive,

FOUND; ARMY PILOT KILLED} 


Another Flyer Phones Mother From Delano, 
Cal., That He Is Safe After 
Parachute Leap. 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
The badly burned.and mangled 
body of an army pilot, one of five 
sought since they disappeared in 
a heavy cloud bank Friday, was 
found today in the "wreckage of 
his swift P-40 pursuit ship. 

Col. Lotha A. Smith, Fresno air- 
base commandant, identified the 
flyer through a regulation disc he 
wore as Lieut W. H. Birrel.

Huey clownishly called himself ‘‘The King- 
fish;"’ Hitler, operating on a vastly larger 
scale, is sacrificing millions of lives to make 
the world call him ‘“‘Fuehrer.” After allow- 
ances are made for different environments, 
the similarity of the objectives and methods 
is strikingly evident. 
Record Spread for All 

to See in Two Big Books. 

Hitler’s blueprint ior world domination is 
spread out for all to see in two heavy vol- 
umes of more than 1000 pages each, now 
published in English by Reynal & Hitch- 
cock. The first is the unexpurgated “Mein 
Kampf,” written by Hitler in 1924 and 
1926; the second is**‘My New Order,” a com- 
pilation of his speeches edited by the French 
journalist Raoul de Roussy de Sales. The 
last named, a sequel to “Mein Kampf,” 
brings the Hitlerian record up to the procla- 
mation of June 22 announcing the invasion 
of Soviet Russia. Valuable additions to this 
book are a background chronology of world 
events affecting Germany from Hitler’s first 
important speech in Munich in April, 1922, 
to date; De Sales’ comments on the princi- 
pal phases of the National Socialist pro- 


Paris and -New York on many of the public 
addresses. 


The importance of these historical docu- 
ments to contemporary life can hardly be 
exaggerated. They are basic source materi- 
al. ‘‘Mein Kampf’ is the Bible of the Third 
Reich, where millions of copies have been 
sold. In this country, although hundreds of 
thousands of the books have been bought, it 
is doubtful whether they have been read 
as deeply as they deserve. Had they been 
studied by the political and editorial lead- 
ers of England, France, Russia and the Bal- 
kans the present war might have been avert- 
ed. 


Study of these books is not easy; details 


mask unscrupulous deeds—but throughout 
runs the definite theme that the Germans 
are a superior race; destined to dominate 
the world if they will submit to .the vision- 
ary but relentless leadership of the un- 
known corporal of World War I. 

In these books Hitler reveals himself as 
the consummate politician, the arch-dema- 
gogue, the effective compromiser who knows 
how to bide his time. Whatever one may 
think of his goals, one must marvel at his 
effective political technique. The same 
could be said of Huey Long’s methods. 


Successful in His Appeals 
to Worker and Boss Alike. 


Hitler worked out a formula which ap- 
pealed successfully to the despondent Ger- 
man working classes and later gained the 
support of the industrialists who thought 
they could do business with him, just as 
Huey Long was successful in appealing to 
the underprivileged by promising to make 
“every man a king’ and at the same time 
was able to go far—but not too far—in his 
shakedown of business men. Both men 
found their opportunity in economic depres- 
sion. 

Believers in Carlyle’s thesis of national 
heroes as well as believers in the Marxian 
doctrine of economic determinism will find 
support for their historical concepts in Hit- 
ler’s words. The man who began as a 
soap-box orator built himself up into a na- 
tional hero, the personification of the Ger- 
manic soul. When he was calling for Ger- 
man unity he said: 


’ “7 am the guarantor in Germany that 
this community shall not result in the 
favoring of one section of our people. 
You can look upon me as the man who 
does not belong to any class, who belongs

The two books are too ponderous and 
diffuse for adequate summary in a review 
of this type and they are not recommended 
to the casual reader who hops, skips and 
jumps at a hundred pages an hour. The 
full stature of the German leader and the 
devious working of his mind can be com. 
prehended only by a study of tha man’s own 
words and the background gagainst which 
they were uttered. Francis Hackett has at- 
tempted a condensation of ‘‘Mein Kampf” in 
his work “What Mein Kampf Means to 
America,” but the American citizen whd 
wants to know why Germany submitted to a 
self-styled dictator and how the Hitlerian 
technique could be applied to this country 
can find the most understandable answer in 
the emotional propaganda of the man who 
built the infinitesimal German Workers’ 
Party into a machine for world conquest. 
No other man has appealed so effectively 


_|to the masses and at the same time so de- 


ceived the so-called intelligentsia.

fare. Hitler is past master of 
throwing up verbal smoke screens 
to conceal his intended moves. He 
knows equally well the effective- 
ness of massive oratorical assaults 
that shake the nerves of his vic- 
tims or opponents and break down 
their resistance. He knows how 
to give pledges that will be brok- 
en later but will serve temporari- 
ly to divide and confuse, and to 
create the illusion of security. He uses 
insults and lies in the’ same manner 
as his generals use Stuka planes and 
tanks to break through the respectable but 
often weak front of his adversaries. He con- 
tradicts himself constantly but his contradic- 
tions often produce the effect of a psycho- 
logical pincer-movement, which crushes the 
best defense of logic and ordinary morality.” 

Politival technique or popular appeal has 
several fundamental principles applicable to 
all countries. Hitler had many natural and 
fortuitous advantages. He came from a poor 
Austrian family, shared the lot of the low- 
est laborers and served as a corporal 
throughout World War I.

Without formal education, he knew peo- 
ple. He worked out what seemed at the 
time to be a fantastic long-range program 
for which he “declared he was willing to 
sacrifice himself and his followers. Ger- 
man discontent made him.

Find fault with all existing conditions;

In detail, heeattacked the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, the Weimar Republic, the parlia- 
mentary system, trade unionism, the Social 
Democratic and Communist parties, the gov- 
ernmental bureaucracy, the houses of Habs- 
burg and Hohenzollern, Soviet Russia, 
France, the international bankers and espe- 
cially the Jews. 

He promised to fulfill all wishes and 
hopes, telling the peasants they would get 
land and the Junkers they would lose no 
property. He pledged higher wages to the 
workers and promised employers that wage 
costs would be reduced. 


He criticised all other Germans except 
Frederick the Great, Wagner and Von Hin- 
denburg. Bismarck was almost, but not 
quite, one of his heroes. 


The two books supplement each other in 
showing how Hitler first rose to power in 
the National Socialist party; how that party 
under his leadership got control of the 
Reichstag and finally the Government; how 
he unified the political, economic and social 
life of Germany, and how he set out to domi- 
nate Europe and the world. 

Criticisms and promises, however, have 
been the politician’s stock-in-trade from time 
immemorial.

- Expansion of rural electrification 
in Missouri, however, has gone for- 
ward rapidly since establishment 
of the REA in 1935 when only 6.4 
per cent of the farms were electri- 
fied. As of last June 30 the REA 
reported that 48,000 Missouri farms 
were receiving electricity from 
transmission lines — 20,594 from 
REA systems and 27,406 from util- 
ity corporations. The total was 18.8 
per cent of REA’s estimate of 256,- 
100 as the number of farms in the 
State. Additions since then have 
raised the proportion to approxi- 
mately 20 per cent. 

Before 1935 only 16,384 Missouri 
farms were electrified and vir- 
tually all were served by the utility 
corporations which had run lines 
out into areas adjacent to cities 
and towns. 

In the six years since establish- 
ment of the REA, now hailed as 
one of the New Deal's most worthy 
enterprises, the serving of elec- 
tricity to farmers in Missouri 
through co-operative systems has 
grown into big business. 


INow 35 Co-operatives. 
There are now 36 systems, and 
35 of these are co-operatives owned 
by the farmers themselves. There 
is one REA-ffmanced system op- 
erated by a private utility com- 
pany. These 36 systems have ap- 
proximately 13,000 miles of trans- 
mission line in operation and about 
3000 miles more under construc- 
tion.

Rates charged by the Missouri 
co-operatives vary according tothe 
circumstances of the individual 
systems. Construction capital is 
borrowed from REA and the law 
requires that rates shall be high 
enough to pay all operating ex- 
penses, including interest at 2.43 
per cent annually, and retire the 
debt in 25 years. 


What the Farmers Pay. 


Most of the Missouri co-opera- 
tives require the farm customer to 
pay a monthly minimum charge of 
$2.50 to $3 which covers the first 
block of metered energy, varying 
from 25 to 40 kilowatt-hours. For 
energy in excess of that covered 
by the minimum charge the rates 
drop to 1.5 or 2 cents a kilowatt- 
hour for that part of the consump- 
tion over 200 kilowatt-hours a 
month, 


Nineteen of the co-operatives buy 
electricity at wholesale from a 
municipal power plant. Three 
have not yet provided for a source 
of energy; others buy from private 
utility companies. Cost of energy 
and adequacy of supply are prob- 
lems for most Missouri co-opera- 
tives. In many cases the munici- 
pal plants relied on as sources of 
energy do not have capacity to 
take care of expansion of rural 
systems. Wholesale rates charged 
by private companies, from 1% to 
2 cents a kilowatt-hour, are re- 
garded as too high by managers 
of the rural systems.

Bernard Baruch 
says—and history backs him up—that “except for 
human slaughter and maiming and all that goes with 
them, inflation is the most destructive of the con- 
sequences of war.” Mr. Baruch adds: 

It might double or more the cost of the war, 
it imposes the severest hardships on our people 
and, through inevitable deflation that follows, 
burdens the future with a constantly increasing 
debt and a long period of painful and bitter re- 
adjustment, destroying the confidence of the peo- 
ple in themselves and their Government, leaving 
them open to all the old and new isms. 

If there is any doubt that the United States is now 
in the first stages of inflation, let Mr. Doubting 
Thomas compare the prices of pork chops or baby 
shoes or whatnot with what they were only a few 
months ago. A man who bought his baby a pair of 
shoes for $2.75 a short time ago yesterday paid $3.25 
for another pair of the sare shoes—a rise of nearly 
20 per cent. And retail prices have only begun to 
reflect the sharp rise in wholesale prices. 

Inflation is like an insidious, dangerous and habit- 
forming drug. It can be handled only by heroic 
methods. If it is only played with, as Congress and 
the administration are doing now, the condition of 
the country’s economy will go from bad to worse, 
causing intense suffering by the people. That is 
why the country should not take even a little bit of 
the drug, but should forswear it at once. 

There are various ways to attack inflation, and 
the Government, such as in its adoption of the new 
tax bill, is taking some of them.

Inflation Threatens Democracy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
OUR editorial last Sunday, “What 
Inflation Means to the Worker,” is 


determination of prices. 

Under the Canadian system, the wage ceiling is 
not a rigid, castiron thing, but a flexible one. It 
provides that bonuses must be paid at regular inter- 
vals to keep wages abreast of the cost of living. It 
excepts from its provisions agriculture, fishing and 
non-profit charitable, education and religious enter- 
prises. It permits the raising of wages in industries 
where they are found to be abnormally low. 

If Congress contents itself with passing the weak 
and flabby price-control measure now before the 
House Banking Committee, leaving wages to go up 
unimpeded, the group best able to take advantage of 
this omission will be that minority of persons who 
belong to labor organizations. Out of approximately 
50,000,000 persons who work for a living in this 
country, organized labor comprises less than 10,000,- 
000. What of the remaining 40,000,000? 

What, as Mr. Baruch asks, will happen to the teach- 
ers, war veterans, social security beneficiaries, po- 
licemen, firemen, all the hundreds of thousands of 
Government employes, Federal and state, county and 
city? Does anyone suppose, for example, that if 
prices are trebled, the measly $15 per month paid to 
old-age pensioners will also be trebled? No, these 
people will eat grass. 

The greatest good of the greatest number is democ- 
racys aim. That should be in the front of everyone's 
thought as the inflation problem is considered. Yet, 
up to the present, pressure groups are enforcing their 
will on a cowardly Congress. Organized labor favors 
price control, but, with certain exceptions, is opposed 
to wage control. Farmers would like to have wages 
controlled and also certain prices, but they want an 
absurdly high ceiling on what they themselves sell. 
Everybody is for inflation controls on the other fel- 
low, but not on himself. 

Can’t we, in this grave matter, act as a nation in- 
stead of as a lot of selfish groups or individuals? 
Can’t we act as one to forestall an economic catas- 
trophe that, except for slaughter, is the most de- 
structive of the consequences of war? If we cannot 
put our own house in order, how in heaven’s name 
are we going to act as an effective unit in the great 
task of national defense in this world crisis?

THE UNFORGIVABLE SIN. 

There is a certain hard shell of incomprehension 
shielding our sensibilities without which we should 
perhaps go stark, raving mad with one reading 
of a newspaper.

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JOHN L. LEWIS ORDERS A STRIKE.

idea that we could build total national 
defense on top of normal civilian life is 
dead. The first grave symptom of our new 
troubles is “priorities unemployment.” Peter 
R. Nehemkis of the OPM has said: “Na- 
tional defense for a time is not going to 
mean less unemployment, but more unem- 
ployment!” 

The OPM calculates that there will be 
at least 2,000,000 newly unemployed workers 
this fall. The explanation lies in the short- 
— of vital materials. Look at Manitowoc, 

s. 

Manitowoc lives principally on the manu- 
facture of aluminum utensils. Defense is 
voracious for aluminum. The biggest alumi- 
num firm in Manitowoc has already laid off 
half its factory force of 2600 and many of 
its office workers. Thereupon local stores 
need fewer clerks, Thereupon goods bought 
on the installment plan are being surren- 
dered to local dealers because the purchas- 
ers cannot keep up payments. Presently 
almost all of Manitowoc’s aluminum em- 
ployes may be workless. 

It is sad to sit in the OPM and read that 
Same sort of news coming in from other 
aluminum towns in Wisconsin, Ohio, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia. Here, for the first 
time in the development of our defense ef- 
fort, there is genuine distress. More, much 


more, is coming.

Several thousand smallish communities 
concentrate on specialized products requir- 
ing one or more “critical” materials. Every 
such community is in for a sort of social 
and economic revolution which will turn it 
into a “ghost town” or into a town equipped 
with new machinery for making defense 
items. 

The biggest new unemployment will be 
in automobile plants. The jobs of* more 
than 200,000 workers will be gradually un- 
dermined. The automobile people have al- 
ready been told that they are expected to 
cut production 50 per cent. 

Desperate efforts are already being made 
to find new work for the new unemployed. 
But even if they are totally successful, we 
shall have a new kind of America.

product, such as a machine tool or a tank. 
The only way of using them for the defense 
program is to put them to work as sub-con- 
tractors for the prime contractor who will 
deliver the whole machine tool or tank. 

This idea, from.the beginning, was ear- 
nestly promoted by the distinguished indus- 
trial engineer, Morris Llewellyn Cooke. He 
was called “starry-eyed.” Now OPM offi- 
cials are working hard to put the smaller 
manufacturer in touch with the larger one 
who is working on defense. 

State and municipal governments are sup- 
plementing this effort. New York State has 
made an inventory list of 50,000 small manu- 
facturing concerns which, seeing their ci- 
vilian business go down, want to get into 
the defense business. 

Even the army and navy have yielded to 
the social necessity of doing something for 
the smaller firms and smaller communities. 
At the end of last spring, they had concen- 
trated three-quarters of all defense work 
among just 56 corporations. Now they are 
trying to spread the work out. 

+ o * 

Suppose we assume that this new policy 
works out to 100 per cent perfection. What 
then? 

Why then, we shall have changed our 
smaller firms and smaller communities, 
little by little, into mere feeders to our 
bigger firms and communities. 

If our present defense expenditures are 
producing dislocations, what limit shall" we 
set to the dislocations that will happen 
when those expenditures are doubled, even 
quadrupled? Mr. Nehemkis may not be 
too alarmist when he says: “It is one of 
the profound ironies of our defense effort 
that its total effect may be to move toward 
obliterating’ smaller business enterprises 
from the American scene.” 

It must not happen; because, as Mr. 
Nehemkis properly adds: “If ‘through na- 
tional defense we permit a blackout of 
small business to take place, we shall richly 
have cultivated the soil for a Fascist eco- 
nomic dictatorship.” 

One moral is inescapable. If this war 
ends in an armed truce, and if the whole 
world settles down to a “peace” of “total 
national defense,” life on this planet will 
just not be good enough. The peace at the

He added: 

“One thing we must and may 
mever forget: Here, too, a@ ma- 
jority can never replace the 
Man. It is not only always a 
representative of stupidity, but 
also of cowardice. Just as a 
hundred fools do not make one 
wise man, an heroic decision is 
not likely to come from a hun- 
dred cowards.” 


Spoken vs. Written Word. 


He was also contemptuous of 
writers, although he laid great em- 
phasis on his own newspaper, 
Voelkischer Beobachter, and he 
glorified the spoken word, saying: 

“The power which set the 
greatest historical avalanches 
of political and religious nature 
sliding was, from the -beginning 
of time, the magic force of the 
epoken word alone. 

“The great masses of a nation 
will always and only succumb 
to the force of the spoken word. 
But all great movements are 
movements of the people, are 
volcanic eruptions of human 
‘passions and spiritual sensa- 
tions, stirred either by the cruel 
Goddess of Misery or by the 
torch of the word thrown into 
the masses, and are not the 
lemonade-like outpouring 
aestheticizing literati and dravw- 
ing room heroes.” 


Criticism meant little to Hitler. 
In fact, he turned it to his own 
advantage by attacking those who 
criticised him, 

“In my eyes (he told a Ham- 
burg audience in 1934) criticism 
in itself is not an important 
function in life. The world can 
live without critics, it cannot 
live without workmen. I pro- 
test against the notion that 
there should ezist a profession 
whose sole reason for its ezist- 
ence is that its professors, 
without personal responsibility, 
should of their superior wisdom 
continually, interrupt those who 
are working and who carry re- 
sponsibilities. In my own life 
I have fought for 14 years 
against a government, but not 
with negative criticism but al- 
ways pointing to that which 
should be done. I have accept- 
ed responsibility when it was 
offered me. And no action will 
be taken by me which I am not 
prepared to defend before this 
people with my head and with 
my life.” 

“Scientific Intelligentsia.” 
Hitler scorned what he called 

the “scientific intelligentsia” and 
told his lieutenants they must ap- 
peal “forever and only to the 
masses.” Yersatility, he declared, 
was all wrong. 


“The great masses’ receptive 
ability is only very limited, 
their understanding is small, 
but their forgetfulness is great. 
As a consequence of these facts, 
all, effective propaganda has to 
limit itself to a very few points 
and to use them like slogans 
wntil the very last man is able ) 
to imagine what is intended by

ists, as Fritz Thyssen and others 
learned to their sorrow. Speaking 
in Nuremberg in September, 1933, 
he told the party members: 


“No one has a moral right to 
demand that others should work 
for him so that he will not have 
to work himself. Each has a 
right to démand that the politi- 
cal organization of his nation, 
the state, find ways and means 
to give work to all.” 


“Mein Kampf” gives Hitler’s 
plans for a reorganized Germany 
that wil! last for a thousand years 
—a period for which he has a spe- 
cial fondness—while “My New Or- 
der” shows how he is trying to 
carry out these grandiose ideas. 
“Mein Kampf” is the foundation; 
“My New Order” is the super- 
structure. 

It is impossible here even to 
enumerate the many contradictions 
of word and deed, the deliberate 
falsifications, the temporary shift- 
ing of policies. David Cushman 
Coyle, the pamphleteer, in his best- 
selling booklet, “America,” com- 
pares Hitler, his Storm Troopers 
and his Gestapo, to our own rack- 
eteering gangsters. This perhaps 
is over-simplification although the 
methods of gaining and using 
power are almost identical, as the 
reading of Hitler’s words will show. 


Editorial Observers Fooled. 


The newspaper comment includ- 
ed in De Sales’ compilation is a 
reminder that editorial observers 
were often wrong in their estimate 
of Hitler’s speeches. The Times 
of London and Le Temps of Paris 
were often playing hand in hand 
with the various governments of 
Britain and France. 

When Hitler gave the Reichstag 
in May, 1935, the “unvarnished 
truth” about Germany’s desire for 
peace and repeated his pledge that 
he sought nothing from France, 
not even Alsace and Lorraine, the 
Times of London said “the speech 
turns out to be _ reasonable, 
straightforward and comprehen- 
sible... . It is to be hoped that 
the speech will be taken every- 
where as a sincere and well-consid- 
ered utterance, meaning exactly 
what it says. There could be no 
greater enemies to the peace of 
Europe than those who would 
spread an atmosphere of suspicion 
about an important and iong- 
awaited pronouncement of this 
kind.” 

While Hitier was arming Ger- 
many, he was constantly calling 
“Peace, peace, Germany wants 
nothing but peace.” 

This review necessarily can 
touch only a few highlights of Hit- 
ler’s promises and performances 


during 20 years. On Oct. 5, the 
Post-Dispatch printed in this sec- 
tion a comprehensive summary of 
Bernard Smith’s compilation of the 
American documents showing the 
development of “The Democratic 
Spirit.” That anthology pictured 
vividly what this country would 
lose if Hitler should attain his am- 
bition of world domination. “Mein 
Kampf" and “My New Order” out- 
line his strivings toward that goal.

Power tor M issouri Farms Must Wait 


Continued From Page One. 


and the general growth of business 
in Missouri towns have taken up 
so much generating capacity that 
the private companies do not need 
the REA markets and in some 
cases probably would welcome an 
excuse to cut off that service. 

The problem of a source of 
power was emphasized recently by 
the experience of the new Craw- 
ford Electric Co-onerative, with 
headquarters at Bourbon. Since 
the best wholesale rate this co- 
operative could obtain was 1.4 
cents a kilowatt-hour (quoted by 
Union Electric Co.), the REA ad- 
vanced to it $30,000 for the pur- 
chase of two portable Diesel gen- 
erating units. These units, as was 
told in the Post-Dispatch recently, 
have been attached to REA lines 
near Sullivan. They will be placed 
in operation in the next two. or 
three weeks. 

Increasing Demand. 

At the same time some of the 
Missouri co-operatives are experi- 
encing a noticeable increase in the 
demand of farmers for power. It 
has been the experience of REA 
that most farmers getting electrici- 
ty for the first time start off with 
lights for the house and barn and 
a few small appliances. 

Having experienced the labor- 
saving tenefits and conveniences 
of electricity, they install addi- 
tional appliances as they are able 
to afford them, Surveys by REA 
show that the electric iron comes 
first after lights; then, in order, 
come radio, washing machine, 
refrigerator, toaster, vacuum clean- 
er, hot plate, water pump, motors 
for eswing and grinding, cream 
separator. 

Under present conditions when 
farmers are again being urged tv 
produce more food and when <com- 
petent help is harder to get it is 
natural for farmers to use more 
electric power. Milking machines, 
water pumps, feed grinders, all in 
some degree replace manual labor. 
Electricity used for lighting chick- 
en houses and heating brooders in- 
creases production of eggs and 
poultry. 

The fact that the increasing de- 
mand for electricity on the farms 
coincides with the growing indus- 
trial demand emphasizes the prob- 
lem of future sources of supply. 

REA’s Policy View. 

The REA management at Wash- 

ington hes taken the view that 


the country’s defense program and 
to the national policy of aid to na- 
tions at war with Germany that 
farm electrification should enjoy 
whatever priority is necessary for 
its uninterrupted expansion. 

REA has had a certain degree 
of priority. There have been na- 
tional defense demands on REA 
power, however, in view of which 
the REA management at Washing- 
ton stated to reporter: “Al- 
though the Rural Electrification 
Administration is primarily con- 
cerned with getting electricity

new REA construction virtually to 
a standstill. The greater part of the 
materials available to the REA 
under the priorities system has for 
several months past been required 
for new construction on REA sys- 
tems serving, or requested to 
serve, consumers engaged in de- 
fense activities.” 


In Missouri an REA system is 
supplying power to Fort Leonard 
Wood, one of the largest of the 
new army training camps. This 
service is by the Laclede Electric 
Co-operative with headquarters at 
Lebanon. This co-operative was 
buying energy from the Lebanon 
municipal power plant. The re- 
quirements of Fort Leonard Wood, 
however, far exceeded the capacity 
of the Lebanon plant. Arrange- 
ments were made for the co-opera- 
tive to buy additionai power from 
the Union Electric system, whose 
power lines connecting with Bag- 
nell Dam were not far distant, and 
transmit that power to the army 
camp. To carry out that plan 
REA had to build a 6000-kilowatt 
substation and 25 miles of 33,000- 
volt transmission line. 

The army training eamp under 
construction near Neosho probably 
will be served by an REA system 
already in operation in that sec- 
tion. 


Despite the progress in electrifi- 
cation of farms, Missouri’s 20 per 
cent electrification, and even the 
nation’s 35 per cent, are far below 
the degree of farm electrification 
in Evropean nations and in Japan. 

Harry Slattery, administrator of 
the REA, said to the writer in a 
recent interview in Washington 
that rural electrification had been 
carried forward so intensively: in 
Germany and Japan in recent 
years, obviously with war objec- 
tives in mind, that now 90 per 
cent or more of all farms in those 
countries are electrified,

Slattery’s Testimony. 

Appearing recently before a con- 
gressional committee, Slattery said: 
“The importance of wide availabil- 
ity of electric service in rural 
areas.as an essential factor in

authorities of major European 
countries, and, as a consequence, 
was incorporated in their plans for 
decentralized industry, food supply, 
local self-sufficiency and the re- 
lease of man power to the armed 
services and for other military 
purposes,” 

Slattery then quoted the follow- 
fing from a report by Morris L. 
Cooke, formerly ddministrator of

They 
turned out. to contain, not toy 
machinery, but. equipment with 
which to make the thousands of 
little parts which go into the pro- 
duction of modern weapons of war. 
The parts made by these machines 
went into the tanks, guns and 
planes which the following spring 
rolled back the armies of Belgium, 
The Netherlands and France.” 

Slattery said there was no doubt 
the great extent of farm electrifi- 
cation was an important reason 
why Germany could take so much 
of the man power from agricul- 
tural pursuits for military service 
and ‘still maintain a high rate of 
food production, 

Expanding on the participation 
of REA in the deferse program, 
Slattery said in his testimony be- 
fore the congressional committee 
that REA co-operative systems are 
now providing electric service to 
nine large military camps, 16 land- 
ing fields, 150 air beacons and 30 
radio beams for guiding airplanes. 

The limited priority for material 
recently given to REA by OPACS 
is said to provide for electrifica- 
tion, of only 11,000 new farms 
throughout the country this year, 
only half the number called for in 
the normal REA schedule and far 
under the requests pouring in from 
rural sections not yet electrified. 
Obviously many farmers in Mis- 
souri and elsewhere will have an 
indefinite waiting period before 
they will be able to turn switches 
for light and power.

SHAKES UP ITALIAN 
GUILD LEADERSHIP 


Drastic Reorganization 
Ousts or Transfers 19 of 
22 High-Ranking Eco- 
nomic Officials. 


ROME, Oct. 25 (AP).—Premier 
Mussolini cleaned house in his 
Fascist guild organization today, 
dropping or shifting 19 of the 22 
high-ranking officials who direct 
all phases of Italian economic life. 

It was the most sweeping shake- 
up he has made in years and as 
drastic as the two previous war- 
time reorganizations in which he 
changed the highest ranking com- 
manders in his armed forces and 
rebuilt his cabinet and Fascist 
party leadership. 

Only the heads of the hotel, 
theater and glass guilds—all of 
secondary importance in wartime 
—went unchanged. 

Although reasons for the changes 
were not announced, observers 
thought Mussolini acted to im- 
prove the efficiency of the eco- 
nomic machine and to remove 
causes for grumbling by the peo- 

le. 

. Mussolini is president of each 
of the guilds but leaves most of 
the work to vice-presidents and 
councillors, the latter chosen from 


- the Fascist party and the various 


industries. These were the of- 
ficials replaced or transferred. 

(Under the Italian guilds organ- 
ization all industry and production 
are regulated through employer- 
labor-Fascist party organizations 
known as corporations or guilds. 
In them all mass labor contracts 
are drafted. Labor disputes go 
before special courts if efforts to 
iron them out in the guilds or- 
ganization fail. Strikes are forbid- 
den. 

(It is through the guilds that 
Mussolini has sought to regiment 
the nation’s production to make it 
self-sufficient and adequate for 
civilian and military needs in war, 
holding down on non-essentials 
and increasing vital supplies.)

GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON SAYS—

BERN, Oct. 25. — Revealing 
glimpses of the extent of Nazi 
plans for continental economic 
unity are provided by German 
press accounts of Dr. Walther 
Funk’s visit to Rome. Germany’s 
Economic Minister has left for 


Berlin after several days of delib- | 


erations, leaving Dr. Karl Clodius, 


Nazi economic expert, to perfect | 


technical details. 

According to accounts of his 
speeches, Dr. Funk virtually told 
the Italians that their economy 
is now incorporated into the Ger- 
man system. Italy receives in 
return a promissory note on 
the Axis victory. If and when 
the British are driven from the 
Mediterranean, Italy’s special in- 
terests there will be recognized, 
Dr. Funk indicated. 

Funk’s visit served a double pur- 
pose. First, it supplied him with 
first-hand information on the pos- 
sibility of obtaining further ma- 
terials of industrial production 
from Italy. Second, it provided the 
Axis press with an opportunity for 
a lavish display of mutual trust 
and confidence in face of mounting 
foreign reports of uneasiness and 
tension between the two Axis part- 
ners. * 

Yesterday’s Frankfurter Zeitung 
says, for example. that the Rome 
conversations confirmed the fact 
that Italy, “which had to overcome 
difficult circumstances, now places 
her full force in the service of the 
communal interests. ... The econ- 
omy of Italy and Germany will be 
viewed and treated as a single 
unit.” 

Funk, in his farewell speech, 
said, according to the Frankfurter 
Zeitung: 

“In this war it is trifling if one 
or another raw material is scarce 
or if one folk must suffer priva- 
tion one way or the other. It is 
decisive only that we make the 
British blockade unworkable, for 
then we have already won the eco- 
nomic war.” 

Only the day before the same 
newspaper spoke of the mutual 
willingness to co-operate and add- 
ed: 
“It is most important that this 
be not only the decision of the 
leaders but that every German and 
every Italian think, speak and act 
in this spirit.” 

While the Italian press was gen- 
erally lyrical, during the period of 
the Funk conferences, over the 
future prospects to be shared with 
Italy’s ally, a curious reaction is 
supplied by the Critica Fascista, 
an important periodical. 

This magazine argues that Eu- 
ropean unjfy is possible through 
overcoming the nationality idea by 
armed force, coupled with grow- 
ing realization of the. “moral ne- 
cessity” for such an organization. 
It says that ideals of freedom and 
independence are no longer so ro- 
mantically viewed as they were in 
the last century and adds. that 
Europe is approaching a hierarchy 
of great and small powers. Ac- 
ceptance of this hierarchy is some- 
what speeded, the magazine ad- 
mits, by the military defeat of 
small powers. 

Critica Fascista adds the warn- 
ing, presumably addressed to the 
Nazis, that the permanence of 
such a system is possible only if 
it is not arbitrarily imposed. A 
conqueror’s despotism has a boun- 
dary which is not wisely over- 
stepped, according to the maga-

of the law of Government con- 
tracting—award to the lowest bid- 
der. This he did, he says, because 
the lowest bidder had a labor con- 
tract with a CIO union and he was 
afraid that if that bidder got this 
great contract, AFL unions in 
other places, would strike the de- 
fense building program. All this 
was nothwithstanding the fact 
that the AFL building trades have 
a contract not to strike defense. 


Apparently Hillman believes 
such contracts are no good. He 
has good reason for such belief. 
In the navy after such contracts 
there have been more strikes or 
/at least more time lost in produc- 
tion than ever before. . 

Naval production on the Pacific 
Coast is being threatened by a 
strike of a few welders—throwing 
many times their own number out 
of work and shutting down com- 
plete shipbuilding and repair op- 
erations. : 

Their grievance is not against 
their employers or their Govern- 
ment. They just don’t want to be 
dominated by the AFL Boilermak- 
ers, But they are hi-jacking the

Foreign Secretary, Answer-

Won't Be Settled by 
‘Brilliant Improvisation.’

MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 
25 (AP).—Anthony Eden, British 
Foreign Secretary, replied today 
to critics of tne effectiveness of 
Britain’s aid to Russia with the 
statement: “The war is a long 
term business. The issue will not 
be settled by any sudden, brilliant 
improvization.” 
‘He said he could not say when 
Britain would strike or even 
“that we will strike,” and added 
in his address at a mass meeting 
under auspices of the Ministry of 
Information: 
“The Government indeed have 
but one purpose which is yours 
and Stalin’s too—how best~to ac- 
complish Hitler’s defeat. 
“We will not be deterred from 
that task for one instant, even for 
the luxury of answering our crit- 
ics.” 
Eden said Lord Beaverbrook, 
speaking earlier this week in the 
House of Lords, had told all pos- 
sible of the progress of supplying 
Russia “without giving informa- 
tion to the enemy.” 

_ Would Aid Russia, 
“Broadly speaking,” Eden as- 
serted* “our purpose is to seek 
with American help to make up to 
Russia by our supplies what she 
has lost through German occupa- 
tion ct part of her industrial ter- 
ritory.” 

He expressed confidence that 
Britain would overcome the “for- 
midable” production, shipping and 
geographical problems involved in 
accomplishing that purpose. 
The Government, he said, “would 
dare any action where we believe 
hazards to be justified — undis- 
maye, J hope, by dangers, and un- 
provoked by clamor.” 
Declaring that Britain already 
had contributed much, he said 
British forces that intervened in 
Greece delayed Hitler’s attack on 
Russia six weeks. 
“What would those six weeks of 
campai,zning weather be worth to 
Hitler now?” Eden asked. 
All-Year Supply Route. 
He declared that the settlement 
of the “Iranian affair” helped, too, 
by making possible the opening of 
a year-round supply route to Rus- 
sia through Iran. 
Mentioning the attacks on Ger- 
man occupational forces in France 
and the resultant reprisal execu- 
tions, Eden said “the free peoples 
of Europe will never accept Hit- 
ler’s rule based on the firing squad 
and these lands he had opened up 
to his new order of tyranny and 
pillage will never work for him.” 
Eden looked forward to an “as- 
sociation with the United States of 
incalculable value, not only to our- 
selves, but to the whole world be- 
sides” after the war. 
“We must realize,” he said, “that 
in the past 20 years we have taken 
a number of wrong turnings in 
economics and politics alike. These 
are problems which are being con- 
sidered and studied now. by the 
Government.”

Take your conservation seriously. 
What you save alone will never 
gave a nation, but the combined 
savings of 34,000,000 American 
housewives will provide food for 
freedom for the foes of Hitler. 

The housewives of America last 
year bought 10 billion cans of 
canned food. What amount of 
this staggering purchase went into 
the national garbage can could not 
be measured but if one-half an 
ounce of peas out of every 13.6- 
ounce can was wasted each month, 


1,400,000 pounds of peas found 
their way into the garbage pails of 
the nation. It is figures like these 
that prompt the experts to say that 
in the contents of your garbage 
pail today may lie the future of a 
nation, 

Conservation is the greatest re- 
sponsibility—next to setting a nu- 
tritionally intelligent table — that 
the American housewife: faces to- 
day. Take sugar, for instance. 
There is a world of surplus sugar, 
but there is a shortage of shipping. 
In America we waste sugar. We 
leave syrupy gobs of it in our 
coffee cups and in our cereal 
dishes. By economizing on sugar, 
we can economize on shipping— 
shipping needed to bring in from 
other countries materials vitally 
needed in our national defense.

hat the housewife can now 
apply to the American scene. Even 
such smallitems as pepperand the 
spices we get out of the East must 
be used with care. There are eight 
shiploads of pepper alone used in 
thé United States each year. Pep- 
per and spices take space on ships 
that must bring us tin and rubber. 
Bulk cocoa comes from Africa. 
There is plenty of it, but the ships 
have no room, Out of the East 
and from Africa come coconut 
oils and palm oils used in some 
cooking fats. Learn to use our 
domestic soybean and peanut oils. 

No shortage of coffee will 
bother the American home, but tea 
imports are being reduced. Tea 
continues to come to us as broken 
cargo from India and the East 
Indies, but care in its using is ad- 
vised. Some baking powder con- 
tains tartaric acid. This acid we 
once got from. Spain. Now we im- 
port it from the Argentine and 
Chile. Dor’t waste it. 

To the housewife accustomed to 
lavish use and a free hand with 
her cooking, shortages may s¢em 
worries to be met in the distant 
future, but it is up to her now to 
begin the campaign to see that 
there is enough of everything to 
go around. 

Conserving transportation is just 
as important as conserving food 
itself, Buy as much locally grown 
food as possible and save our 
freight cars for defense transpor- 
tation. Home canni takes care 
of local surpluses and saves trans- 
portation.

“Don’t can or preserve fresh 
fruits and vegetables and then 
eat the canned foods while the 
fresh foods are still on the mar- 
ket. 


Plan your menus ahead. Make 
out a shopping list for the week 
and buy as much as you can of 
the things you need. 


Ask your grocer for all meat 
trimmings and use them in your 
soup pot. 

Keep fat from bacon and meat 
fryings in an icebox container so 
they won’t get rancid. 


Scrape your fruits and vege- 
tables if possible. The national 
garbage pail is full of peelings 
cut wastefully thick. 


Save the liquid when you pre- 
pare vegetables and use this 
liquid in soups. 


Liquid on canned fruits and 
vegetables contains many miner- 
als and vitamins. Use this liq- 
uid chilled as a cocktail or add 
it to your soup. 


Conserve vitamins in vegeta- 
bles by using as little water in 
cooking as possible. 


Keep your coffee and spices 
covered. They lose strength if 
left uncovered and lost strength 
means that you must use more 
of them. 


Never use two small cans of 
canned goods if you can econom- 
ically use a larger can. Thus 
you save tin for defense. 


Recently two Department of Ag- 
riculture men returned from a 
month’s visit to Britain. They 
came back more firmly convinced 
than ever before that American 
food sent to the British people is 
absolutely essential. They saw 
only three eggs and one orange the 
whole time they were gone. There 
was no milk to drink, except for 
the British children. The British 
have on hand large reserves of 
such storable foods as wheat and 
sugar, but they need many things 
from us. So when the housewife 
uses that last drop of canned milk 
by adding a little water to the can 
to prevent that last drop waste, she 
is doing her bit to help us send to 
Britain the vital foods that the 
British workers and fighters need. 

“With the passing of each day,” 
says the Secretary of Agriculture, 
“the strategic importance.of food 
in this conflict becomes more. im- 
portant. And don’t overlook the 
importance of the food reserves we 
intend to build up—reserves ear- 
marked for the people of the con- 
quered countries when the yoke of 
Hitlerism is finally thrown off. 
Hitler has looted the fallen na- 
tions of their food in o-der to feed 
his German army and munition 
workers. Hungry people are dis- 
contented people—and discontent 
will grow as hunger increases and 
it becomes known that American 
rood in abundance will be waiting on 
the day of Hitler’s defeat.

HE indoor season is fast ap- 

proaching. This is the time of 

year when we give up golf and 
tennis in favor of ping pong or 
bowling, when moonlight garden 
parties give placé to cozy groups 
around the fireplace, and when we 
bid a fond farewell to our outdoor 
gardens and go in for window sill 
horticulture. 

Now gardening is not exactly in 
my bailiwick but I feel so strong- 
ly on the subject of growing 
things and what they do for prac- 
tically any type of interior that I 
must say a few words about it. 
There is practically no home or 
apartment too tiny to provide 
some suitable spot for an indoor 
garden, and there is practically no 
person, no matter how “ungreen” 
his thumb, who cannot have such 
a garden successfully, if he will 
follow a few simple rules. And so 
I would like to give a few help- 
ful hints on the care of house 
plants, in the hope that more St. 
Louis homes will bloom with grow- 


* * 

One of the most important 
factors to consider at the very 
start, when you are selecting the 
plants for your window garden, 
is the exposure they are to en- 
joy. West is the least desirable 
and north is next while both 
east and south are ideal for 
most types of plants. If west 
or north are the only exposures 
available, don’t select plants 
that need full sun in order to 
do well even if they are favor- 
orites of yours. A plant that 
will grow and thrive in a north 
window is much more attrac- 
tive than a spindly looking plant 
crying for sun, no matter how 
much you love it. One way of 
overcoming the drawback to 
poor exposure is to put a stand- 
ing lamp above the plants and 
let it shine on them for some 
part of the day. The cost is 
negligible and you will be 
amazed at how much this arti- 
ficial light will do for many 
plants. 


& 2 
@ONE OF. THE most difficult 
and yet necessary things to pro- 
vide in the modern steam-heated 
house is an adequate amount of 
humidity. Radiator receptacles or 
even a bowl of water placed among 
the plants will help this condi- 
tion to soOme extent. But direct 
spraying of the leaves of green 
plants is what they really hunger 
for. If you have your plants in a 
window where no harm will come 
to curtains or window sills, the 
best method is to spray them right 
on the spot with a hand bulb 
sprayer. If you have to spray in 
tub or sink it is wise to have only 
as many pots as you can handle 
without the job becoming a real 
chore. I have found that a dis- 
carded baby bath-tub that I carry 
right to my plant window is a 
great saver of time and-steps. A 
grand way and an easy one to 
provide the proper humidity is to 
have a metal trough built to fit 
the window which will hold the 
various pots. This tray may be 
filled with pebbles, sand, or peat 
moss and will provide a constant 
amount of moisture. . 
& & & 

The proper watering of plants 
is one of the Pca problems of 
the indoor gardener and unfor- 
tunately there are no hard and 
fast rules to set down. First and 
foremost, when you purchase a 
plant get as specific directions 
as possible from the grower on 
this subject. Some plants need 
water twice a dav while others 
only require a drink two or three 
times a week. 


: 

@ BUT WHEN YOU do water, do 
it thoroughly; fewer waterings 
properly done are much better than 
a daily sprinkling of the top soil. 
You may water top and bottom at 
the same time by setting the plant 
in a saucer of water or in a bucket 
for a few minutes. Do not water 
the plant again until the soil be- 
gins to look dry. Never allow pools 
of water to stand on top of the 
soil. There is a new little gadget 
on the market that should prove 
helpful in dealine with this mois- 
ture. It is a little water gauge 
that can be stuck into the soil and 
registers whether it is dry, moist 
or wet. 

Plants suffer in overheated at- 
mosphere. I’m not suggesting that 
you freeze your family to death for 
the sake of your plants, but a little 
cooler atmosphere would probably 
do them good. You can, at least, 
turn the heat down sufficiently at 
night to give them a breathing 
spell. They will react at once to 
this kindness. And even on the 
coldest winter day, a window open 
in the room for a little while will 
change the air in the room for 
both the plants and the humans. 

Horticulturists have found that 
plants respond to vitamins just as 
humans go and there are many 
prenared plant foods that will perk 
up the saddest looking specimens 
and keep your prized plants in the 
pink of condition. Remember, 
though, never to feed a plant when 
it is dry. The only other problem 
involved in plant care is the ques- 
tion of insects and the best safe- 
guard against this is a healthy 
plant. When you need to spray, a 
nicotine solution, mixed with soap 
to make it stick, is best for indoor 
plants. You may have to use the 
hand method on mealy bugs, wrap- 
ping a match stick with cotton 
and washing them off with a soapy 
solution. Best of all are ladybugs 
to eat the intruders. If, by this 
time, plants seem more trouble 
than little Willie, remember, they 
never talk back,

No? Well, you are exactly that—Station Y-O-U. And whenever 
you open your mouth and begin to speak, you are’on the air! 


The success of any station de- 
pends on the excellence of its pro- 
grams. If it creates a wide and 
admiring audience, it not only be- 
comes financially successful, but, 
and more important, it also per- 
forms a valued public service in 
enriching the lives of its listeners, 
bringing them music and enter- 
tainment, informing them on mat- 
ters of national and international 
importance, stimulating and pro- 
moting cultural and educational 
advancement. 

On the other hand, if the broad- 
casts are in poor taste, made up 
of trivial nonsense, or performed 
carelessly and awkwardly, the sta- 
tion can hope to appeal only to 
those few listeners who are able 
to appreciate nothing better.

FAR TOO MANY young Amer- 
icans regard correct speech as 
“sissy.” Ungrammatical slipshoddi- 
ness, cheap slang, and erroneous 
pronunciations often are accepted 
as the badge of a he-man and a 
she-woman. This, of course, is 
but adolescent, awkward-age 
thinking. One outgrows it. But 


- the danger is that habits of sloven- 


ly speech, like all bad habits, are 
difficult, sometimes impossible, to 
break: hence, Station Y-O-U may 
forever be handicapped by the low 
quality of what it puts on the air. 

Correct speech is not “sissy,” 
you can take my word for that. 
Think of the most successful man 
and the most outstanding woman 
that you know. Do they speak 
“campus-chatter”? No. The ripest 
plums have ever fallen into the 
laps of the eloquent and forceful 
speakers. 

Let me tell you the true story 
of a boy who began life as an un- 
fortunate weakling, and who be- 
came the greatest man of his time 
through his love of correct speech. 

He was born in Athens, Greece. 
He was orphaned at the age of 7, 
and his dishonest guardians cheat- 
ed him of most of his inheritance.

IT WOULD BE hard to find a 
more ill-favored lad. Because of 
his frail body, his weazened face, 
and his quavering voice, he was 
made sport of by his playfellows. 
And, to make matters worse, the 
unhappy boy spoke with a pro- 
nounced and girlish lisp! I do not 
know the Greek word for “sissy,” 
but we can be sure that he was 
familiar with the term—yes, heart- 
breakingly so. , 

But there burned within his 
breast the fierce flame of an ambi- 
tion. He was determined that 
some day he would become a noted 
orator. And he set about to ac- 
complish the seemingly impossible. 

For many years his life was one 
of Spartan self-denial. Lest he be 
tempted away from his studies by 
the normal pursuits of youth, he 
made himself ludicrous by shaving 
one side of his head. As time 
went on, he grew tall and rugged. 
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Through endless hours of practice, 
his voice became as deep and son- 
orous as the diapason of an organ. 

His lisp? Well, he cured that by 
filling his mouth with pebbles and 
declaiming against the roar of the 
waves, or by going into the coun- 
try and delivering long speeches 
as he literally ran’ up the hills! 

x * * 


UPON REA manhood, he 
devoted himself to the welfare of 
his beloved Greece. By the pas- 
sionate zeal of his statesmanship 
he performed heroic service for 
his country, and, before his be- 
trayal and death, he had risen to 
a position of power second to that 
of no other man ir the land. And 
hy the nobility of his bearing, the 
beauty of his voice, and the match- 
less perfection of his eloquence, he 
became the greatest orator the 
world has ever known. 

This is the story of Demos- 
thenes; and today, 2263 years after 
his death, the light of his genius 
burns as brightly and steadily as 
ever. 

I urge you, Young America, to 
read more about the great Athen- 
ian patriot than can be told in this 
modest space. I feel certain that 
the story of his life and accom- 
plishments will remove any 
thought that may be in your mind 
that correct speech is something to 
be ashamed of.

UMORS are rife about Deanna Durbin’s future, as rumors are 
Ravers rife when pictures are being released. Miss Durbin will 

do this, the studio will do that, the young star’s producer-husband 
will do something else. It has an echo of the discovery of Mae West's 
husband, Garbo’s tour with Mamoulian and the Marx Brothers’ separa- 
tion. Much remains to be seen. 

One thing is certain about the new Durbin film, “It Started With 
Eve,” at the Ambassador. It is very enjoyable. Packed with comedy 
and human understanding, well directed and acted, it has everything 
that might be required of it. Last Thursday's first audience showed 


quite plainly that Miss Durbin is still in the money and that this, her 


tenth film, is as much of a hit as the other nine. 
Equally true it is that the young singing star is not entirely, not 


even largely responsible for her success on the screen. No one within | 


memory has had such fortunate handling, permitting her to change 
from an eager, breathless schoo) kid to a reserved young woman. 
This good fortune not only has permitted a fresh, charming personality 
to be exploited to best advantage, but has given moviegoers a world 
of pleasure. All of which is well and good. . 

All authorities, inside and outside, give the credit to Joe Pasternak, 
producer of the Durbin pictures. Henry Koster has directed six of the 
10, so his contribution is considerable, but Pasternak has been the say- 
so guy in every case. Since he has signed with another studio now, 
Durbin No. 11 may be without his services. And perhaps Miss Durbin 
has learned enough to go it alone. That, too, remains to be seen. 

Anyway, here this week, is a delightful comedy in which Miss 
Durbin does a very capable job of emotional acting and in which 
she sings several pleasing song selections. She is aided very consid- 
erably by Charles Laughton, who turns in one of the slyest acting 
| jobs of his career.

AUGHTON’S portrayal is somewhere between the later years of 
L own Henry VIII and those of Robert Donat’s Mr. Chips. The 
screen play writers, Norman Krasna and Leo Townsend, have given 
Laughton a more or less stereotyped character to work with—the 
old financial pirate who refuses to lie down and die, who likes the 
sight of pre‘ty face and stockinged leg, who steals puffs on a cigar 


when his physician isn’t looking and delights in ordering the world | 


around. 

What makes the characterization especially delightful is Laughton’s 
own artistry—the way he slouches to the door in house slippers when 
he first ventures out of his sickbed, the way he tosses his pills into 
the fire, the hopping and skipping he does when in a hurry, the way 
he affects palsied hands, the way he jumps with fright. His perform- 
ance is a lesson in acting for young players, and a perfect bit of 
clowning for those who go to shows merely to be diverted and have 
no idea of ever breaking into the movies themselves. 

Almost as appealing is the performance of Charles Coburn in 
the Ambassador’s second feature, “Unexpected Uncle.” Coburn has 
played the millionaire benefactor before, notably in the recent “Devil 
and Mis3 Jones,” and before that in “Bachelor Mother.” In the present 
instance he flees from his 40 millions and spends his time living in 
a trailer and pitching horseshoes—such ringers you should see! He 
also gives Anne Shirley her three wishes, two and a half of which 
are James Craig. 


Edward G. Robinson Runs 
True-to Form of 1931 


HE week of type casting follows through with Edward G. Robinson 
Tosa playing tabloid editor as he did in “Five-Star Final” exactly 

10 years ago. The hard-boiled former managing editor of the Ga- 
zette is now at the head of an enterprise called the Mercury.

EETHOVEN’S “Eroica” Sym- 
B pnony and two compositions 

new to St. Louis will be heard 
on the all-orchestral program with 
which the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra opens its sixty-second sea- 
son next Friday afternoon and 
Saturday evening, at the Opera

The new works are an overture 
by Eric De Lamarter, American 
composer, and Bach's Toccata in C 
Major, as orchestrated by Leo 
Weiner, Hungarian composer now 
living in this country.

De Lamarter, born in Lansing, 
Mich., is considered one of the out- 
standing members of the Chicago 
group of composers. For many 
years De Lamarter was assistant 
conductor of the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra and conductor of 
the Chicago Civic Orchestra. He 
is now teaching at Northwestern 
University. ; 

Weiner has composed numerous 
works for solo instruments and or- 
chestras. He uses the full  re- 
sources of the orchestra in his ar- 
rangement of the Bach Toccata, 
originally written for organ. 

Golschmann introduced local 
symphony-goers to the musical 
beauties of Debussy’s “St. Sebas- 
tian” at concerts. in November, 
1938. The suite is comprised of ex- 
cerpts from the musical setting of 
the tragedy by D’Annunzio. 

The orchestration of the Couper- 
in Overture and Allegro, Seven- 
teenth Century French composition 
for harpsichord, was arranged by 
Milhaud on commission from 
Golschmann, who came across 
Couperin’s instrumental suite, “La 
Sultane,” some time ago, and de- 
cided the first two parts could be 
edited effectively for modern sym- 
phony orchestra. Milhaud, now

FTER-an unusually dreary’ season to date, three new ang highly 

anticipated plays went to bat this week on Broadway byt the 

box-score discloses that the inning ended with no runs, no hits 
and three errors—namely Maxwell Anderson’s “Candle in the Wing" 
with Helen Hayes; “Good Neighbor,” staged and directed by Sinclaip 
Lewis, and “As You Like It,” one of W. Shakespeare's unfunniest girl. 
turns-boy-and-back-again comedies. 


Perhaps the greatest disappoint- 
ment of all was the widely herald- 
ed “Candle In the Wind” as the 
Anderson-Hayes combination, unit- 
ed on an anti-Fascist theme, ap- 
peared certain to score a hit, if not 
a home run. Yet Brooks Atkinson 
of the Times left the theater 
Wednesday evening “unstirred by 
things in which he deeply be- 
lieves’; “the promising event 
proved to be a grave disappoint- 
ment” to Richard Watts of the Her- 
ald-Tribune and although Burns 
Mantle hung out three stars in the 
News because he was able to re- 
port certain “theater satisfactions,” 
he admitted they “do not inspire 
cheering.” 

Miss Hayes’ up-to-standard per- 
formance as the heroine seeking to 
rescue her French lover from a 
Nazi concentration camp leaves 
nothing to be desired in the way 
of acting, but competent observ- 
ers are agreed that Anderson 
made the job extremely difficult 
for her. In fact, it was asserted 
that “Candle In the Wind” must 
depend for longevity on the per- 
sonal and merited popularity of 
Miss Hayes, who contrives to make 
a rather vague role satisfactorily 
well defined. 

For his sermon against Nazi-ism, 
Anderson has elected to describe 
the suffering that nearly over- 
whelms a pair of lovers—the wom- 
an an American actress, the man 
a survivor of Dunkerque—in occu- 
pied France. The French naval of- 
ficer, a journalist in civilian life, 
is imprisoned and Madeline Guest 
(Miss Hayes) attempts to win his 
freedom from his brutal captors. 
Her frustrations and his misfor- 
tunes serve to convey the author’s 
antipathy to Nazi-ism but, alas, the 
theme of Nazi corruption and 
cruelty is now familiar both in 
literature and life. It will take 
more than the foggily written 
“Candle In the Wind” to make 
them more revolting to the uniniti- 
ated. Alfred Lunt directed. 

Louis Kronenberger of PM had 
the distinction of blowing the hard- 
est at “Candle In the Wind”: “If 
there is anybody who still clings to 
the idea that Maxwell Anderson 
is one of the great men of our the- 
ater, I wish he would visit the 
Shubert and see ‘Candle In the 
Wind,’ for in it Mr. Anderson has 
more than ever before given him- 
self away, producing as ponderous 
and hollow a piece of high roman- 
tic rubbish as you would have 
found in a well-stocked Victorian 
library.”

And the pickers have prospered 
through wages which were almost twice 
as high as last year’s because of the need 
to get the valuable crop cared for as soon 
as ible.
